To 
this the Morgan county officials ob­ 
jected, as he was a resident of Fulton 
coimty and the Morgan county quota 
at the Insane hospital is now full.

in dollars and cents,, but by the product* 
of the home life, th at la, by healthy, 
happy men and women. 
There as else­ 
where the benefit of csducation is to 'see, 
large things large 
and small 
thingsj 
small.” When home economy In Its best' 
•sense has a place in our general scheme 
of education young men and women will 
have ideals and standards. 
These are 
now possible but to the favored children 
of model homes. 
A fter much Investigation authorities 
tell’ us that, on the average, for aJl Amer­ 
ica within reach of a railroad, sufficient 
raw food m aterial may be obtained for 
ten cents per day per person. 
Thirteen 
to fifteen cents furnishes good fare for 
intelligent workmen whose wives under­ 
stand buying and cooking. 
Eighteen to 
twenty-five cents per day Is the most 
which should be needed by those whose, 
incomes are one thousand to fifteen hun­ 
dred dollars per year. 
In .such calculations it is assumed that 
the food bought will be Intelligently se­ 
lected. 
Its preparation should not be so 
expensive as to greatly increj;ise the 
first cost. The subject then, of economi­ 
cal cooking must include consideration of 
both the raw m aterial and the necessary 
application of heat. 
In using the word 
economical I wish It to be understood 
in its largest meaning. 
Food Investiga­ 
tors arrive at It in this way. The cheap­ 
est food is that which furnishes the lar­ 
gest amount of nutrim ent for the least 
cost; e. g. corn meal, at 2 cents a pound, 
wheat fiour a t 2*>4 cents a pound, oatmeal 
at 3 cents a pound, dried beans a t 5 
cents a pound, salt pork a t 10 cents a 
pound, beef round at 8 cents, are cheap. 
The most healthful food is th at which 
Is best fitted to the wants of the user. 
No food, however rich or cheap. Is of 
value to Us unless we can eat it with 
enjoyment and unless It can be dissolved 
by the digestive fiueds and Introduced In­ 
to the blood. Then It is healthful. 
Into this problem between cheapness 
and economy enters the cook. 
If he can 
take a pound of beans that cost 5 cents 
and .so prepare them that the family will 
enjoy them, and realize their full chemi- 
<'al worth in muscle and brain pow er- 
then he has cooked economically. 
A child at a picnic can take a 20 cent 
porter house steak, hold it over the coals 
of the camp fire and serve it as a delici­ 
ous m eat for any one. But the man who 
takes 6 cent meat from the neck of the 
beef and produces a savory stew for twice 
the number who ate the steak—Is econom­ 
ical. No food and no cooking is economy 
which 
is not efficient—does 
not 
yield 
strength and health In the end. 
The people of the far north learn soon­ 
er than we how to save heat by using 
wood 
and 
eart 
and wool. 
Learning 
from our English friends we in America 
some times use the tea eo.sej’. The Japan­ 
ese pad a basket for tho same purpose. 
From Iceland and Norway we learn of 
a simple device for conserving heat for 
cooking. 
Several English men who have 
been identified with applied science In the 
l^ist century have told about It. 
People 
smile over the story and forget It. 
It 
wa.s no “food crank” not "heat crank” 
who first told me about it; but a hero of 
G ettysburg and other battles, who, as an 
orator, could sway his audience at will. 
When years ago the gallant old general 
told the cooking school girls about his 
little boiling box it made its impression. 
A few weeks ago I wrote him away in 
South America to ask for the story again 
and he promptly repeated It. 
He says: 
*‘My wife had gone on a visit and I was 
left alone in the house when It occurred 
to me to make the trial. I got a carpenter 
to make a box (such as I will describe 
to you later) and one night after return­ 
ing from the club, filled a pot—such as 
is found in every kitchen In the land— 
two-thirds full of water and set it on the 
stove. 
When the w ater 
was 
boiling 
sm artly I took a chicken dressed and 
drawn, which I had bought, thrust it In­ 
to the pot and let it remain on the fire 
some ten or fiftene minutes, then 
took 
the pot with boiling water, chicken and 
all, put them Into my box, shut down the 
lid and went to bed. 
Next morning I 
ro.s-e very late, took the chicken out of the 
pot and found it as perfectly cooked as 
any I ever ate. 
My experiment was a 
success. 
I afterw ards made trial with 
beef, mutton and ham, and It alw ays 
turned them out perfectly cooked. Now 
for the apparatus: The idea Is to have 
the pot of boiling w ater surrounded on 
every side, above and below by a good 
non-conductoY of heat; wool is the best. 
The first thing to consider is the size of 
the pot. 
I w'ould recommend one large 
enough to contain a small ham. 
Then 
have a tinner make a cylinder—open at 
both ends like a section of stove p ip e- 
inside of which the pot will go. 
This 
cylinder is solely to keep the wool from 
falling on the pot. It should be, say six 
inches higher than the pot.

We may buy all the cook books that 
have ever bten w ritten (and they ma<ce 
quite a library) and have a thousand re­ 
cipes t<ataiocu<ro, without ever finding «:ne 
th at w ill' really help us to cook accu­ 
rately. 
They tell us to "set over tbt- 
fire,-' or "set on back of range" or "st»-* 
to prevent burning,’’ or "keei> Just sim ­ 
mer,’’ or "bake in a quick oven,” or 
"slow oven,’’ and we use our excellent 
Judgment for the rest. A fter a hundred 
yaers the double boiler is in reasonably 
common use. 
The cMRfing dish for sau­ 
ces. a Norwegian box for boiling and 
an Allidln oven for baking, make a prettey 
clean kitchen. 
The combination steam ­ 
ers have helped us—although most of 
them are made of cheaiiest m aterial and 
designed to hold to little water. 
The 
bean pot and covered crock have tanght 
us the advantage of thick eathenw are 
utcps»l.s, but they are heavy and easily 
broken, and If we Insist on using a large 
gas flame under them the results are lit­ 
tle better than with iron. 
When we 
learn how to use as little heat as we 
need we may im itate the Japanest and 
Italians in the u.se of beautiful baktog 
bowls—which are as satlsfactorj' ui)on 
the table as In the oven. 
Then dish 
vvash'ng will lose some ot Its h »tfor 
too, for thero will be fewer ugly, black 
pots and ,p.ans, an 1 less rusty iron 
It tpkes more intelligence to cook a 
cheap stew than to roast a prime rib 
cut. 
It requires more executive ability 
to plan simple meals 21 hours ahead than 
to get up 
feajjt when one Is hungry. 
We are not convinced that one-half the 
iiVtrage income Is too much to pay for 
food until we want a part of that ohe- 
hitlf for srm ething else.

books and music and flowers and travel 
and hospitality that ir more than eatint;— 
there is an incentive to study wise ex- 
pcndlti.ic.
